“thatis, fays he, Learning in the Hebrew, Greek, and La- 
_, tit, does not make a Divine ex Spirit ual man: That this 
 lmane Learning may interpret the Scripture trom the 
- Original, bur ‘tis Revelation only mutt unfold their 
,, meaning: That one who underftands not thofe Langua- 

“ges, may by Revelction be an abler Divine than fach as 
a erevery well vers'd in “em, which he proves by the 

Inftance of St. Paul, who whilft he. was a Learned but 
** Natural man, and before he-receiv’d the affiftance of 
* Revelation, perfecuted che Church by Commifiion from 
“the High Prieft and Pharifees, learned but nasural men: 
“Where he adds his fear Jeaft we are now. as ignorant as 
“the Fews then, becaufe we thiak none a Divine without, 
“‘bumane Learning: and is concern'’d Jealt there, fhou'd 
“be now a Famine of the Word for want of it’s being 
“rightly interpreted. 

And chus have we patiently and fairly reprefented 
the fubjiaace and flrength of his, argument, by which we 
may fee there are fome Perfons {till foolifh enough to 
fet up for che old new Lights, which went out in a {nuff 
fome thirty years patty and have ever fince bin fo juftly 
exploded. Suppofing che Boalts of thole concern‘d in 
this and the pals’d Queftions to be true, that they bave 
been fhiwn to feveral great Divines about, Town, we don’t 
wonder that taey have thouglic ic worth the while to 
beftow an Aniwer to fo sake Confidence and Ignorance, 
We had alfo refolv'd to flight this, but finding it ftill 
fent in agen, will now difpatch it.to get rid of the Ims 
portunity of thole concern’d therein.

From 
his complaint of thofe who preach’d Chrifl out of Envy, 
notwithftanding which he rejoyed in their preaching, 
which he ne’re wou’d hare done, had it bin either inef- 
fedual or unlawful. For his Obje tions, That veins: A wile 
men are call'd, it’s true, ( in what fence wee'll prefently 
inquire) but tis not faid not any, but mot many. And 
who were thofe wife men, burt the coger, the Philofo- 
phers of the Greeks, and Scribes and Pharifees among 
the Jews? God thereby magnifying his Son, and con- 
founding the pride of the World, proving plainly by the 
meafine!s of the Preachers, and thofe miraculous gifts he 
had given ‘em, the Divine Original of their Doétrine. 
Bur thofe miraculous gifts, among which the Gift of 
Lansuages, then frequent inthe Church, the Gofpel be- 
ing long fince {pread thr6é the World, foon ceafed, as be- 
ing not needful, and God doing nothing in vain. Some 
knowledge in Languages is however ftill requifite among 
us who ave the Scriptures only tranflated, tothofe who 
are to teach others, elfe how fhall they refit gainfayers, 
or be able to prove any thing from che Scriptures, it 
they know not whether they are rightly tranflated. Af- 
ter all; the Apoftle here difcourfes not of his Spiritual 
Mans uriderftanding the Scriptures, or interpreting them 
aright, but his coming to the knowledge of the Princi- 
ples and Articles of the Chriftian Religion, as reveal‘d by 
our Saviour, and then miraculoufly taught by the Spirit, 
before they were committed to Writing, it being long 
after, e‘re the Canon of the Scripture was compleated ; 
And ‘twas by this Revelation the Apoftle himfelf was 
made a Chriftian, ché afterwards further inftruéted by 
Ananias agood and devout man. 

For the Scriptures, as now we have ‘em, their mean- 
ing is plain and clear in the Effentizls of Szlvation to eve- 
ry good man who applies his mind to ftudy ‘em. Plain 
enough they are, and eafie to be known, thé by our 
own faults, not fo eafily prafis'd. For as one tartly 
enough ask‘t a Lady of a fufpected Fame, when fhe com- 
plain'd of the obfcurity of the Scriptures, Madam, what 
can be plainer, than Thou fhals not commit Adultery? So 
may we ask here,if fome Perlons are fo wicked as to make 
God the Author of Sin, what can be a plainer Text againft 
em, than God tempteth no manto Evil ? and what needs any 
further Interpretation of what‘s indifputable? If ano- 
ther who perhaps lives fothat he dares not believe a Hell, 
deniés there is or will be any fuch place or State, or any 
Eternal Torments after this Life is ended: what can be a 
clearer anfwer to him than our Saviours own words, 
——Theje bull go away imo everlafting punifhment? Nor 
can that Text need any further explaining, wherein we 
read of fome men, who wreft the Scripcures to their oven 
Damnation.
